Victory  in  Europe. — The  official  announce- 
?nt  of  the  ending  of  hostilities  in  Europe 

i  made  by  the  Prime  Minister  at  3  p.m. 

May  8.    Simultaneous  announcements 
're  made  in  Moscow  and  Washington. 
Trade  in  Central  America. — An  additional

It  relates  to  the  Central 
nerican  Republics  of  Costa  Rica,  Guate- 
ala,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Panama  and

Postal  Service  to  Greece. — The  limit  of 
'i'^ht  for  letters  and  letter  packets  for

for  each  additional  ounce).  Business 
financial  correspondence  is  restricted 
ascertaining    facts    and  exchanging 
formation.

4  lb.  Posters  must  comply  with  censorship- 
permit,  export-licensing  and  currency- 
control  regulations.  Registration  facilities 
are  available,  but  there  are  at  present  ho 
insured,  air  mail,  money  order  or  parcel 
post  services. 

Successful  Treatment  for  Leprosy. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  British  Empire  Leprosy 
Relief  Association  in  London  on  April  26; 
Dr.  E.  Muir,  who  was  describing  his  work 
as  medical  superintendent  of  a  leper  asylum, 
said  that  in  August  1944,  through  the 
kindness  of  an  American  firm,  a  supply 
had  been  received  of  a  new  synthetic 
substance  that  had  been  reported  effective 
in  treating  tuberculosis.  The  resemblance 
of  leprosy  to  tuberculosis  suggested  that 
any  drug  useful  in  the  one  condition  was 
worth  trying  in  the  other.  A  dozen  fairly 
advanced  leprosy  patients  with  bad  sores, 
ulcerating  noses  and  inflamed  eyes  were 
treated,  and  the  results  were  so  spectacular 
in  clearing  up  these  complications  that 
scores  of  patients  came  forward  asking  for 
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similar  treatment.  By  the  time  he  left  the 
station  in  January  1045  over  150  patients 
had  received  the  treatment,  almost  the 
total  number  with  the  severe  type  who 
were  likely  to  benefit  from  it.  The  effect 
on  the  whole  institution  was  marvellous ; 
where  before  patients  had  been  sullen  and 
unresponsive  now  they  were  cheerful  and 
co-operative.  The  whole  atmosphere  had 
been  changed.  It  is  understood  that  the 
drug  referred  to  bv  Dr.  Muir  was  diasone 
(disodium  formaldehyde  sulphoxylate,  4-4- 
diamino  diphenyl  sulphone).

Chemotherapy  Questions  at  Birkenhead. — 

Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
:iation  met  at  Birkenhead  on  April  11, 
vhen  Mr.  J.  Butler,  M.P.S.,  F.R.I. C.  (Liver- 
pool School  of  Pharmacy)  gave  an  address 
)n  "Chemotherapy  and  Pharmacy."  Mr. 
.V.  R.  Evason  presided.  Mr.  Butler  dis- 
cussed early  experiments  in  dyes,  and  went 
)n  to  deal  at  length  with  penicillin,  describ- 
ng  in  detail  the  special  precautions  that 
vould  be  necessary  for  its  dispensing  land 
■torage.  In  the  discussion  which  followed 
he  address,  the  question  was  asked  whether 
he  pharmacist  vv-as  likely  to  be  a  mere 
iistributor;  what  were  the  chances  of  his 


becoming  a  producer  ?  Mr.  Butler's  view 
was  that  this  would  largely  depend  on 
chemists  themselves.  He  believed  chemo- 
therapy would  become  part  of  pharmacy  in 
the  future.  Systems  of  specialisation 
should  be  developed  in  pharmacy,  as  in  the 
medical  profession.  Asked  if  ])enicillin 
pastilles  would  be  of  any  use  he  said  that 
if  they  were  made  properly  and  stored  in  a 
refrigerator  they  would  keep  for  quite  a 
long  time,  but  would  be  useful  only  for  the 
mouth  and  throat — not  internally.  A  vote 
of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
Crawshaw,  and  was  supported  by  Messrs.  F. 
,  Haworth,  J.  W.  Waterworth  and  others. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Wheat  Germ  for  Proprietaries. — Sir  E. 

Graham-Little  a.sked  the  Minister  of  Food, 
on  April  17,  whether  wheat  germ  supplied 
to  certain  commercial  firms  producing 
patent  foods  and  patent  medicines  was 
derived  from  any,  and  what,  source  other 
than  home-grown  wheat ;  and  if  he  was 
satisfied  that  no  home-grown  wheat  was 
diverted  to  flour  destined  for  manufacturing 
purposes  in  which  the  valuable  nutrient 
constituents  of  the  wheat  germ  would  be 
useless  and  destroyed  by  the  process  of 
manufacture.  Mr.  Mabane,  in  reply,  said 
wheat  germ  supplied  to  firms  preparing 
certain  medical  products  was  extracted 
from  the  wheat  in  the  milling  of  flour  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  This  wheat  might 
consist  of  home-grown  or  imported  wheat. 
In  reply  to  the  second  part  of  the  question, 
manufacturing  flour  from  which  the  germ 
had  been  extracted  was  so  far  as  possible 
supplied  for  purposes  where  the  processes 
involved  would  destroy  the  nutrients  in 
germ.  Sir  E.  Graham-Little  then  asked 
the  Minister  of  Food  which  were  the  pro- 
prietary medical  products  now  supplied 
with  wheat  germ  separated  from  wheat  in 
milling ;  what  proportion  of  wheat  germ 
thus  resulting  was  supplied  to  these  firms ; 
and  by  whom  was  their  selection  deter- 
mined. Mr.  Mabane  said  the  medical 
products  for  which  wheat  germ  was  now 
supplied  were :  Bemax,  Froment,  and 
C.V.B.,  and  preparations  made  by  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.,  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd., 
Bickiepegs,  Ltd.,  A.  C.  Whitehead,  and 
J.  &  M.  Glaskie.  The  amount  of  germ 
provided  for  these  products  was  less  than 
I  per  cent,  of  the  total  germ  contained  in 
wheat  milled  in  this  country.  Selection  of 
products  was  determined  by  his  Depart- 
ment, on  medical  advice  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 
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Montreal's  Oldest  Druggist. — Mr.  Charles 
Scarff,  a  native  of  Suffolk,  England,  has 
recently  celebrated  his  ninety-third  birth- 
da}^  He  is  the  oldest  druggist  in  Montreal. 

Penicillin  for  British  Guiana. — A  supply 
of  penicillin  has  been  sent  to  British  Guiana 
for  research  into  tropical  diseases.  The 
treatment  of  urgent  civilian  cases  is  not 
excluded  from  the  purposes  of  the  grant. 

Toronto  Closing  Hours. — By  a  unanimous 
decision  reached  at  a  meeting  of  the  Toronto 
Retail  DrugG^ists'  Association  recently,  most 
pharmacists  in  the  city  will  close  at  9  p.m. 
on  weekdays  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Upgrading  for  S.A.  Services  Pharmacists. 
— F"ol]owing  an  approach  to  the  Director- 
General  of  Medical  Services  by  representa- 
tives of  pharmacy  in  South  Africa,  the 
authorities  have  agreed  to  an  upgrading 
of  Senior  Dispensers'  posts  in  all  seven 
hospitals  having  1,000  beds  or  over  that 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Director- 
General.  Four  of  the  hospitals  are  in  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  and  three  overseas. 
The  promotions  take  effect  immediately. 

Dispensing  Charges  in  Canada. — Com- 
menting on  the  prevailing  cost  of  medical 
treatment,  Mr.  Justice  Pierre  Casgrain, 
Montreal  Superior  Court,  said  that  the 
authorities  should  investigate  prescription 
costs  with  a  view  to  taking  necessary  action. 
Frequently  he*  was  called  upon  to  assess 
an  amount  for  alimony  in  separation  cases 
in  which  a  wife  required  medical  treatment 
and  demanded  an  amount  for  that  item, 
when  the  evidence  showed  that  she  was 
obliged  to  pay  from  $5  to  $10  for  a  single 
bottle  of  medicine.  He  considered  such  high 
prices  ruinous. 

Board  of  Pharmacy  Sought  in  Trinidad. — 
Pharmacists  in  Trinidad  are  to  make 
representations  to  the  Government  to  set 
up  a  Board  of  Pharmacy,  composed  either 
entirely  or  principally  of  pharmacists.  Such 
a  Board  would  control  the  affairs  of  the 
profession  and  establish  facilities  for 
practical  training.  Members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Trinidad  and  Tobago 
reached  this  decision  after  a  four-hour 
conference  recently,  which  pharmacists 
from  all  over  the  colony  attended.  It  was 
disclosed,  during  the  discussion  which 
followed,  that  the  Medical  Board  had 
promised  a  delegation  of  the  Society  to 
recommend  the  setting-up  of  a  mixed  Board 
of  pharmacists  and  members  of  the  Medical 
Board,  but  was  opposed  to  an  all- 
pharmaceutical  Board.

1  It  will  be  as  well  to  have  this  question 
iscussed,  and  an  understanding  reached, 
I  good  time.  The  range  of  sizes  of  doctors' 
anels  has  been  a  subject  of  comment  on 
arious  occasions :  for  an  obvious  reason 
lere  should  be  an  upward  limit  to  the 
umber  of  panel  patients  accepted  by  any 
ledical  practitioner  or  firm  of  practitioners, 
light  a  similar  principle  to  be  applied  to 
lemist  contractors  under  the  scheme  ?  If  a 
laximum  number  of  patients  for  each 
anel  doctor  is  made  a  rule  in  the  new 
?rvice,  it  is  possible  that  a  maximum 
umber  of  them  for  each  panel  chemist 
ill  be  fixed.  In  view  of  the  likelihood  of 
pidemics  occurring  from  time  to  time, 
lis  will  not  be  unreasonable.  Varying 
stimates  have  been  made  as  to  the  popula- 
lon  required  to  enable  an  average  chemist 
1  business  to  earn  a  satisfactory  living. 


While  the  maximum  number  of  panel 
patients  per  chemist  was  being  fixed,  it 
would  balance  this  part  of  the  scheme  if 
each  local  authority  was  given  the  duty 
of  fixing  the  number  of  chemists  who  should 
share  the  dispensing  in  its  area.  In  any 
case,  we  may  be  fairly  certain  that  as  soon 
as  any  question  of  such  limitation  arose,  the 
Government  would  take  a  hand  in  it, 

A  Passage  in  *'  Persuasion  " 

In  Chapter  XVI  of  Jane  Austen's 
"Persuasion,"  a  book  completed  in  1816, 
Sir  Walter  Elliot  compliments  his  daughter 
Anne  on  her  improved  looks.  "Had  she 
been  using  anything  in  particular  ? — '  No, 
nothing,' — 'Merely  Gowland,'  he  supposed. 
— 'No,  nothing  at  all.' — 'Ha!  he  was 
surprised  at  that';  and  added,  'Certainly 
you  cannot  do  better  than  continue  as  you 
are ;  you  cannot  be  better  than  well ;  or 
I  should  recommend  Gowland,  the  constant 
use  of  Gowland,  during  the  spring  months. 
Mrs.  Clay  has  been  using  it  at  my  recom- 
mendation. .  .  .'"  When  and  where  did  this 
long-lived  proprietary  lotion  originate  ?  In 
the  Schedule  to  the  Medicines  Stamp  Act 
of  1802  it  appears  as  "  Gowland 's  celebrated 
Lotion."  (In  the  Schedule  to  the  corre- 
sponding Act  of  181 2  the  "celebrated"  is 
dropped.)  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any 
earlier  reference ;  but  there  is  a  possible 
clue  in  the  announcement,  in  the  "London 
Evening  Post,"  of  the  death  at  Bath,  on 
August  3,  1776,  of  "John  Gowland,  Esq., 
apothecary  to  the  late  and  present  King," 
who,  it  was  stated,  left  a  fortune  of  ^60,000. 
Careful  inquiries  made  by  a  friend  on  my 
behalf  have  established  the  fact  that 
Gowland  did  not  practise  at  Bath  and  was 
not  buried  there.  Some  of  your  readers 
may  know  more  about  him.  It  seems  likely 
that  either  he  devised  and  sold  the  lotion 
as  a  proprietary  article,  or  that  he  was 
known  to  have  prescribed  something  of  the 
kind  and  the  lotion  was  marketed,  with  his 
name  attached,  after  his  death.  A  "  Liq. 
Gowland"  of  foreign  origin  still  appears  in 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  Vol.  I.  Ad- 
mirers of  Jane  Austen  hardly  need  remind- 
ing that  she  lived  at  Bath  from  1801 
to  1805.

Starch  Order  Charge  Dismissed. — Charges 
against  Aspro,  Ltd.,  Slough,  Bucks,  and  its 
managing  director,  Ernest  Henry  Neale, 
Bray,  were  dismissed  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act  on  May  3,  on  payment  of 
£^2  costs  each.  The  charges  were  of  con- 
spiring to  contravene  the  Starch  Control 
Order  by  supplying  33  tons  of  arrowroot. 
Heavy  lines  were  imposed  on  the  purchasers 
of  the  material. 

"  Corrective  Mixture." — A  fine  of  £2^, 
and  costs  of  £1^  15s.,  were,  at  Nottingham 
on  May  4,  imposed  upon  Hulmes  Speciality 
Depot,  Ltd.,  82  Upper  Parliament  Street, 
Nottingham,  for  unlawfully  taking  part  in 
the  publication  of  an  advertisement  refer- 
ring to  an  article  called  "  corrective  mixture  " 
in  terms  calculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  the 
article  for  procuring  miscarriage.  A  plea  of 
"Guilty"  was  entered.  Instructions  on  the 
containers  stated  that  the  medicines  were 
"not  to  be  taken  during  pregnancy." 

Alleged  Theft  of  Drugs.— At  West  Ham, 
recently,  James  Charles  Smith,  a  rag 
dealer,  55  Southern  Road,  Plaistow,  Lon- 
don, E.,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of 
stealing,  from  some  person  unknown,  ten 
tins  containing  ampoules,  five  syringes, 
twenty-one  phials  containing  tablets,  twelve 
loose  tablets,  a  phial  containing  white 
powder,  two  bottles  containing  liquid,  an 
ampoule  case,  a  quantity  of  cotton  wool, 
and  two  bandages.  He  was  further  charged 
with  receiving  the  property,  which  was 
stated  to  have  been  found  in  a  brown  paper 
parcel  between  two  sacks  in  a  shed. 

Pharmacy  Act  Offences. — At  Lambeth,

The  hearing  was  adjourned. 

Unauthorised  Pois.on  Sale. — At  Derby

INQUESTS 

Tablets  Found  by  Children  in  Dustbin. — " 

A  cardboard  case  containing  dangerous 
drug  tablets  found  in  a- dustbin  outside  an 
empty  house  was  stated  at  an  inquest  at 
.Hammersmith,  London,  on  April  12,  to 
have  resulted  in  the  death  of  a  three-year- 
old  boy,  who,  with  other  children,  ate  some 
of  the  tablets,  thinking  they  were  sweets. 
A  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure  was 
recorded. 

Overdose  of  Moryl. — A  verdict  of  death 
by  misadventure  was  returned  at  Coventry, 
recently,  on  Elizabeth  Bowers,  Masser 
Road,  whose  death  resulted  from  an  over- 
dose of  Moryl.  A  Sister  at  Coventry  Hos- 
pital stated  that  Mrs.  Bowers  had  been 
successfully^  operated  on  for  hemorrhoids. 
A  few  days  later  she  was  ordered  an  injec- 
tion of  Moryl,  and  the  drug,  in  powder  form, 
was  dissolved  in  water  and  injected. 
Within  a  few  moments  the  patient  died. 
The  doctor,  said  the  Sister,  had  not  told 
her  the  strength  to  use,  but  an  ampoule 
usually  contained  the  correct  dose. 

Warning   Against    Carron   Oil. — At  an 

inquest  on  a  twenty-months-old  boy  at 
Croydon  recently,  evidence  was  given  that 
the  child  was  scalded  from  a  teapot  contain- 
ing freshly-made  tea.  The  clothes  were 
removed  and  carron  oil  applied.  The  child 
seemed  none  the  worse  for  the  accident ;  but 
next  morning  he  was  taken  to  the  doctor, 
who  dressed  his  scalds  and  asked  to  see  him 
again  the  following  day.  Later  he  became 
very  sick  and  was  taken  to  hospital,  where 
he  died.  A  pathologist,  giving  evidence  at 
the  inquest,  protested  against  the  use  of 
carron  oil,  stating  that  it  was  "the  cause 
of  more  burns  going  wrong  than  any  other 
dressing."  A  verdict  of  death  by  mis- 
adventure was  recorded.

A  MEETING  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  in  London  on 
May  I  and  2,  the  president  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells) 
in  the  chair.  All  members  were  present 
except  Messrs.  J.  T.  Appleton  and  E.  A. 
Brocklehurst,  Professor  Dilling  and  Sir 
Walter  Langdon-Brown,  from  all  of  whom 
apologies  were  received. 

Tuesday's  Session 

The  Council  received  the  report  of  a 
conference,  called  by  the  Joint  Committee 
on  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service  on 
April  II,  of  interested  organisations  to 
consider  the  statement  proposed  by  the 
Committee  for  submission  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  Secretary  of  State  for  Scot- 
land. Correspondence  was  received  from 
the  Torquay  Branch  forwarding  a  resolution 
urging  the  Council  to  enforce  the  code  of 
ethics  at  the  earliest  possible  moment ; 
the  Southampton  Branch  urging  that  a, 
resolution  passed  at  a  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  should,  if  subsequently 
upheld  by  a  majority  of  branches,  be  bind- 
ing upon  by  the  Council ;  and  the  Black- 
pool Branch,  endorsing  the  motions  put 
down  by  the  branch  secretary  for  dis- 
cussion at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the 
death  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Corfield,  and  stated  that 
Messrs.  Young  and  Melhuish  would  express, 
the  feelings  of  the  Council  on  this  sad 
occasion.  It  was  resolved  "  That  the  Council 
record  with  great  regret  the  death  of 
Charles  Edwin  Corfield,  secretary  of  the 
Codex  Revision  Committee ;  editor  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  Extra  Phar- 
macopoeia and  Pharmaceutical  Pocket 
Book ;  a  former  lecturer  in  chemistry  in  the 
Society's  College,  and  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  board  of  examiners  for 
England  and  Wales  and  joint  honorary 
secretary  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  By  his  death  the  Society  has 
lost  one  of  its  most  able  and  esteemed 
members,  whose  labours  were  of  the  highest 
order,  and  who  made  an  invaluable  contri- 
bution to  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Society's  work.  The  Council 
acknowledges  with  deep  appreciation  his 
devoted  service."

advisers  were  examining  the  position,  sin 
the  decision  had  a  serious  effect  on  tl 
Society's  powers  in  the  enforcement  of  tl 
provisions  regarding  disclosure  of  comp 
sition.     A  recommendation  was  adopt( 
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lat  a  subcommittee  should  be  set  up  to 
)nsider  redrafting  and  amending  the 
y-laws,  so  far  as  they  concern  payment  of 
gistration  and  retention  fees,  with  a  view 
I  embodying  any  concessions  it  may  be

)ciety.  The  minutes  made  reference  to

Iiss  Islip  said  that,  during  the  past  few 
ears  of  stress  and  strain,  women  phar- 
lacists  had  shown  how  much  they  could 
ccomplish.  In  the  new  National  Health 
ervice  there  might  be  opportunity  for 
laking  changes  in  pharmacy,  and  it  was 
p  to  all  pharmacists  to  take  advantage  of 
lie  occasion.  Service  to  the  public  was  the 
rst  duty,  and  co-operation  amongst  all 
harmacists  was.  essential. 

Vork  Among  the  Branches 

After  presentation  and  adoption .  of  the

Election  of  Officers 

Alderman  W.  J.  Tristram  thanked  the 
Executive  for  their  support  during  his  year 
of  office  as  Chaizman,  and  proposed  that 
Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  be  elected  as  his 
successor.  This  was  carried  with  acclama- 
tion. Mr.  Brocklehurst  thanked  the 
Executive  for  the  honour  conferred  upon 
him  and  the  confidence  shown  in  electing 
him  in  a  year  which  it  appeared  likely 
would  be  outstanding  in  the  world's  history.

E  declaration  by  the  Prime  Minister  and 
ler  Allied  leaders  at  3  p.m.  on  May  8 
the  defeat  of  Nazi  Germany  was  received 
:  the  nation  with  heartfelt  thankfulness 
1  relief.  This  great  and  hard-won  victory 
civilisation  and  the  common  decencies 
life  has  been  celebrated  by  two  days 
quiet,  informal  rejoicing.     The  official 
mination  of  the  tragedy  of  Europe  was 
t  the  occasion  for  formal  celebrations  on 
national  scale.

It  is  sufficient  for  the  present  that  Nazism, 
evil  creed  of  oppression,  terrorism  and 
Litality  and  its  mad  plan  of  world  con- 
est  and  enslavement  have  been  smashed 
d  defeated.    The  day  of  reckoning  for 
e  German  nation  is  at  hand,  and  punish- 
3nt   for   the    unspeakable    crimes  and 
rocities    committed    against  humanity 
list  be  swift,  stern  and  just.  There  can  be 
I  mercy  this  time. 

Britain  holds  out  the  hand  of  friendship 
the  peoples  of  liberated  Europe.  We 
ive  assisted  in  driving  the  scourge  of 


Nazism  from  their  countries :  we  are  doing 
everything  possible  to  relieve  their  present 
urgent  needs,  and  we  shall  strive  to  secure 
their  rehabilitation,  security  and  happiness 
in  the  years  ahead. 

Tribute  to  our  Armed  Forces 

To  our  men  and  women  of  the  Royal 
Navy,  the  Army  and  the  Royal  Air  Force, 
and  the  armed  Forces  of  our  Empire  and 
the  Allied  countries,  and  to  the  men  of  the 
Merchant  Navy,  who  have  served  and 
fought  so  magnificently  and  borne  all  the 
horrors  of  modern  warfare,  we  can  only 
express  great  pride  and  the  highest  admira- 
tion, with  deep  and  lasting  gratitude  for 
deliverance  at  their  hands.  Almost  every 
week  during  the  past  five  years  we  have  had 
to  record  the  death  on  active  service  of 
men  who  were  formerly  connected  with  the 
drug  trade.  To  them  we  pay  solerfin  tribute. 
While  we  mourn  the  irreparable  loss  of 
many  thousands  of  our  kinsmen  who  have 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  we  must  make 
it  our  first  duty  to  those  who  will  be  return- 
ing home  to  see  that  they  have  not  endured 
in  vain.  Our  debt  to  them  must  be  re- 
deemed by  action. 

The  Home  Front 

This  has  been  a  "total"  war,  and  it 
must  be  placed  on  record  that  the  civilian 
population  of  Britain  has  played  its  part 
worthily  in  the  struggle.  Practically  every 
able-bodied  man  and  woman  has  served  in 
one  or  other  of  the  defence  organisations 
that  were  set  up  to  meet  the  threat  of 
invasion  and  to  resist  aerial  attacks.  Since 
five  years  ago — when  Britain  stood  alone — 
our  cities  and  towns  have  experienced  vari- 
ous forms  of  aerial  bombardment.  Loss  of 
life  and  injury  has  at  times  been  grievous, 
and  material  damage  substantial.  The 
business  of  the  country  and  the  essential 
production  of  munitions  of  war  were  carried 
on  throughout  those  grim  and  trying  years 
of  privation,  toil,  misery  and  tragedy.  The 
nation  stood  united,  firm  and  resolute 
behind  its  fighting  men  and  women. 
Equally,  with  the  glorious  achievements  of 
our  Forces  overseas,  the  enemy  has  been 
defeated  on  our  home  front. 

The  man-power  shortage  has  been  felt 
with  especial  severity  in  civilian  pharmacy. 
A  proportion  of  businesses  has  had  to  close 
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down  for  the  period  of  the  war.  This  has 
thrown  extra  work  on  the  remainder, 
themselves  called  upon  to  sacrifice  staffs. 
The  result  has  been  that  in  most  instances 
a  qualified  man  has  had  to  carry  on  alone, 
usually  without  hope  of  relief  even  for  an 
annual  holiday.  Some  have  had  to  continue 
in  harness  beyond  retiring  age,  while  other 
elderly  pharmacists  have  self-sacriftcingly 
emerged  from  retirement  to  shoulder  the 
burden  of  a  younger  man's  responsibilities. 
Of  necessity,  dinner-hour  closing  and 
shorter  hours  have  become  the  rule,  but 
the  apparent  gain  has  been  more  than 
absorbed  by  the  need  for  after-hours  work 
in  ordering,  checking  and  putting  away 
stock. 

Controls  and  Restrictions 

A  new  Act  of  Parliament  affecting 
many  sides  of  the  chemist's  business  has 
had  to  be  mastered,  and  a  constant  suc- 
cession of  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  has 
enormously  increa-sed  the  amount  of  clerical 
and  memory  work  involved  in  running  a 
pharmacy — orders  connected  with  drug 
shortages,  the  making  of  toilet  preparations, 
personnel,  civil  defence,  and  many  other 
activities.  Fortunately  the  services  offered 
voluntarily  by  pharmacists  in  distributing 
materials  for  protection  against  chemical 
warfare  have  not  had  to  be  called  upon, 
but  civilian  pharmacists  have  been  well 
in  evidence  in  the  casualty  services,  gas- 
detection  squads,  Home  Guard  and  other 
defence  organisations,  all  adding  to  a 
working-hours  burden  that,  at  the  times  of 
the  winter  epidemics,  made  many  feel  that 
they  were  on  the  verge  of  a  breakdown. 

Sales  Volume  Maintained 

Paradoxically,  despite  purchase  tax,  limita- 
tion of  supplies,  quotas,  and  all  the  restrict- 
ive accompaniments  of  war-time  trade, 
chemists  have  been  less  hard  hit  than  some 
other  shopkeepers  in  always  having-  some- 
thing to  sell,  even  if  not  precisely  what  the 
customer  wanted.  Sales  or  refusals  have, 
however,  made  equal  inroads  on  the 
pharmacist's  time,  and  have  given  rise  to 
harassing  distractions  from  the  all-impor- 
tant work  of  dispensing.  The  end  of  the  war 
in  Europe  no  doubt  holds  out  the  hope  of 
eventual  release  from  much  overwork,  but 
there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  marked  change 


of  circumstances  for  some  time  to  C(  e, 
for  it  has  been  announced  that  releas  y 
men  from  the  Forces  will  not  comm  ; 
at  the  "official"  cessation  of  hostili 
but  at  a  later  date. 

Wholesale  Trade  under  War  Conditionj 

The  part  played  in  the  war  by  the  wl 
sale  side  of  the  drug  trade  has  not  beei 
easy  one.  Problems  of  transport,  lal 
and  supplies  have  had  to  be  overcome 
a  service  maintained,  often  in  the  fac 
acute  difficulties.  Naturally,  occasi 
complaints  have  been  received  from  s 
quarters,  but  it  can  be  said  that  the  o 
whelming^  majority  of  chemists  gre 
appreciate  the  splendid  efforts  mad 
their  behalf  by  the  wholesalers. 

One  of  the  outstanding  achievement] 
the  war  years  has  been  the  ability  of 
ma'nufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  and  i 
chemicals  to  meet  the  tremendous  dem 
for  supplies  of  these  essential  prod 
required  for  the  fighting  Forces  of  all 
Allied  Nations.  The  high  standard  if 
health  and  the  absence  of  serious  epidei  s 
in  the  disease  breeding-grounds  of  e 
devastated  countries  of  Europe,  the  troj 
the  desert  and  the  jungle,  reflect  the  gr  - 
est  credit  on  our  manufacturers  and  t  r 
technical  staffs.  At  the  same  time  e 
civilian  needs  at  home  have  been  met,  \  i 
no  serious  shortage  noted  throughout  2 
war.  Shipments  of  British  pharmaceut  1 
products  to  overseas  buyers  have  had  3 
be  restricted  for  the  past  five  years,  t 
increasing  quantities  are  already  be  J 
dispatched.  There  is  no  doubt  that  ? 
experience,  initiative  and  almost  unlim:,  i 
capacity  of  the  British  drug  and  chem  1 
industry  puts  it  in  the  forefront  of  ' 
world's  post-war  sources  of  supply.

;re  cut  to  the  minimum  under  the  Limita- 
)n  of  Supplies  Orders.  Both  of  these 
Ificultie?  should  be  among  the  first  war- 
ns barriers  to  trade  to  be  removed.  Out- 
le  "black-market"  trading  in  these  pro- 
cts  has  been  rife,  and  will  tend  to  increase 
the  legitimate  trade  is  not  now  allowed 
(restricted  production. 
Every  section  of  the  trade — and  there 
e  many — has  been  assisted  by  its  trade 
ganisation,  particularly  in  negotiations 
th  Government  departments  on  restric- 
)n  and  control  matters.  The  splendid 
)rk  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
>sociation  of  British  Chemical  Manufac- 
rers,  the  N.P.U.  and  C.F.A.,  the  P.A.T.A. 
id  W.D.T.A.,  to  mention  but  a  few,  has 
•en  invaluable  to  those  directly  concerned 
id  to  the  nation.  A  word  of  appreciation

but  the  C  D.  has  never  failed  to  be 
issued  on  time  each  week.  Throughout,  we 
have  endeavoured  to  assist  and  advise  the 
harassed  trader  and  to  facilitate  his  business 
activities,  and  so  help  in  the  smooth  running 
of  the  national  machine  and  the  war  effort. 

Common  Sense  Wins 

The  decision  of  a  Divisional  Court  in  the 
appeal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
reported  on  p.  448  of  last  week's  issue  of 
the  C.  6-  Z).  is  a  matter  for  congratulation, 
not  only  to  the  respondents  (Heppells 
(1932),  Ltd.),  but  also  to  the  trade  at  large. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  on  July  6  last 
year  this  company  was  summoned  at  a 
London  police  court  (C.  6-  D.,  1944.  II. 
150)  for  alleged  non-disclosure  of  an  ingredi- 
ent in  a  proprietary  medicine,  and  that  the 
summons  was  dismissed.  That  decision 
has  now  been  unanimously  affirmed  by 
the  three  judges  who  heard  the  appeal.  The 
ingredient  referred  to  was  aloes,  present  in 
Taxol  to  the  extent  of  one  part  in  150 — 
less  than  one-third  of  i  per  cent.  It  is 
obvious  that  so  small  a  proportion  renders 
the  aloes  a  mere  adjuvant  in  the  laxative 
effect  of  the  preparation,  and  that  its 
omission  from  the  list  of  ingredients  can 
only  be  said  to  constitute  a  technical 
infringement  of  Section  11  (i)  [a]  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  The 
relevant  words  of  the  subsection  are : — 

"  (i)  the  appropriate  designation  of  the 
substance  so  recommended,  or  of  each 
of  the  active  constituents  thereof,  or  of 
each  of  the  ingredients  of  which  it  has 
been  compounded  ;  and 

"  (ii)  in  a  case  where  the  appropriate 
designation  of  each  of  the  active  con- 
stituents or  the  ingredients  is  written  as 
aforesaid,  the  appropriate  quantitative 
particulars  of  the  constituents  or  ingred- 
ients." 

The  retailer  cannot  know,  without  incur- 
ring the  expense  of  analysis — and  not 
always  even  then — the  exact  composition 
of  every  proprietary  article  that  he  sells. 
The  analogy  of  a  provision  in  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  noteworthy.  Section 
6  (i)  of  that  Act  provides  that  a  person 

"who   gives  with  any  food  or  drug 

sold  by  him  a  label  .  .  .  which  falsely 
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describes  that  food  or  drug,  or  is  other- 
wise calculated  to  mislead  as  to  its  nature, 
substance  or  quality,  shall  be  guilty  .  .  . 
unless  he  proves  that  he  did  not  know, 
and  could  not  with  reasonable  diligence 
have  ascertained,  that  the  label  was  of 
such  a  character  .  .  ." 
Again,  in  the  administration  of  the  Medi- 
cines Stamp  Acts  repealed  by  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act  it  was  the  "proprietor, 
compounder,   or  first  vendor"   on  whom 
was  laid  the  obligation  of  stamping  medi- 
cines or  alternatively  of  giving  on  labels 
an  adequate  indication  of  their  ingredients. 

Narrow  Legalism 

A  basis  for  this  prosecution  was  appar- 
ently found  by  collating  certain  phrases  in 
Sections  ii  and  13  cf  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act.  Section  11  begins  by  stating 
that,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
no  person  shall  sell  by  retail  certain  articles. 
Section  13  (i)  (a)  allows  any  person  charged 
with  selling  or  supplying,  in  contravention 
of  any  provisions  of  Sections  11  and  12,  an 
article  consisting  of  or  comprising  a  sub- 
stance recommended  as  a  medicine  the 
defence  that  he  "did  not  know,  and  had 
no  reason  to  believe,  that  the  article  con- 
sisted of  or  comprised  such  a  substance." 
As  the  provisions  of  these  three  sections 
relate  to  retail  sales  alone,  the  sections, 
read  literally,  place  the  onus  of  seeing  that^ 
disclosure  of  contents  is  "appropriate"  on 
the  retailer.  When  he  is  selling  anything 
of  his  own  preparation  or  manufacture, 
the  circumstances  are  simple  enough  ; 
but  sales  of  proprietary  articles  purchased 
by  him  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business 
are,  as  we  have  indicated,  in  a  different 
class.  Is  there,  then,  no  defence  available 
to  a  proprietor  pharmacist  who  inadver- 
tently sells  with  insufficient  disclosure  of 
contents  a  proprietary  article  not  of  his 
own  manufacture  ?  Evidently  the  learned 
judges  in  the  appeal  of  April  30  decided 
that  there  is ;  and  it  is  significant  that,  in 
giving  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  Mr. 
Justice  Lewis  used  a  phrase  almost  identical 
with  one  in  Section  6  (i)  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  1938,  cited  above. 

In  promoting  this  recent  prosecution  and 
appeal  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  not 
added  to  its  fame.     The  dictum  of  Mr. 


Justice  Peterson  in  the  Jenkin  case  in  ]  0 
that  the  word  "protection"  was  "in*  i- 
nite"  had,  though  uttered  in  a  diffe  it 
connexion,  a  prophetic  undertone.  e 
kind  of  protection  offered  in  such  proc  l- 
ings  as  these  to  those  who  carry  on  e 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggisi  s 
indefinite  in  the  extreme.

when  prosecuting  them  in  court  does'  it 
increase  the  respect  of  the  average  men  r 
for  those  on  whom  the  responsibility!  r 
prosecution  rests.  When  there  is  thoi  t 
to  be  urgency  for  obtaining  a  legal  deci  n 
it  should  be  possible  to  arrange  a  "  frienc  " 
action.

A  glass  filter,  GP  14,  is  made  from 
Chance's  Hysil  glass,  with  stainless  steel 
centre-bolt,  and  all  connexions  to  the  filter 
are  made  with  interchangeable  ground-glass 
ioints,  so  that  any  combination  of  fittings 
may  be  used.  The  filter  can  be  sterilised, 
and,  being  remarkably  robust,  is  excellent 
for  research  work  in  the  laboratory,  or 
where  reasonable  care  in  handling  is 
possible.  With  eight  sterilising  pads,  and 
at  a  temperature  of  20°  C.  the  filter  passes 
65  gall,  of  water  per  hour  at  a  pressure  of 
10  lb.  per  sq.  in.  One  attraction  of  the 
filter  is  that  the  whole  operation  can  be

SOLUBILITY  OF  MERCURIC  CHLORIDE  IN  SPIRITS 

by  William  Stout,  M. P. S. 
Abstract  of  a  paper  read  before  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Socii 


In  an  attempt  to  make  a  5  per  cent,  solution 
of  mercuric  chloride  in  mineralised  methyl- 
ated spirit  for  treating  wood  for  dry  rot, 
it  was  found  that,  on  warming  the  mercuric 
chloride  with  the  spirit  a  clear  solution 
was  obtained,  'but  on  cooling  a  heavy 
flocculent  precipitate  formed  in  the  solution. 
A  rough  test  showed  that  the  clear  liquid 
contained  mercuric  chloride,  and  this  was 
successfully  used  for  the  treatment  of  wood. 
The  action  of  mercuric  chloride  on  the 
constituents  of  methylated  spirit  was  inves- 
tigated with  the  following  results : — 

In  ethyl  alcohol  a  perfect  solution  resulted. 

In  methyl  alcohol  a  perfect  solution  resulted. 

In  niineral  naphtha  no  precipitate  was  formed. 

In  alcohohc  solution  of  pyridine  a  flocculent 
precipitate  was  formed. 

The  colouring  matter  of  the  spirit  took  no 
part  in  the  reaction. 

It  seemed  clear,  then,  that  the  pyridine 
of  the  methylated  spirit  was  the  cause  of 
the  trouble.  It  is  well  known  that  pyridine 
forms  salts  with  mercuric  chloride  and  a 
few  other  chlorides,  but  no  one  appears  to 
have  pointed  out  the  incompatibility  of 
mercuric  chloride  with  methylated  spirit. 
A  quantity  of  the  precipitate  was  prepared 
and  examined.  It  is  a  white  substance 
tinted  with  the  methyl  violet  of  the  spirit, 
and  practically  insoluble  in  water.  It  has 
no  well-defined  melting-point,  commencing 
to  melt  at  140°  C.  and  almost  molten  at 
150°  C;  not  until  170°  C.  is  reached  does 
complete  liquefaction  take  place.  The  pre- 
sence of'  chloride  was  proved.  Some  of 
the  substance  was  treated  with  sodium 
hydroxide  solution,  when  yellow  mercuric 
oxide  was  thrown  down,  proving  the 
presence  of  mercury  in  the  compound.  On 


heating    the    precipitate,    oily    drops  f 
pyridine  were  condensed.    It  is  conside 
that  the  precipitate  consists  of  pyrid 
mercuric  chloride.

EIRE  COMMITTEE  ON  TRADING  CONDITION 


The  report  of  a  joint  committee  of  retail 
and  wholesale  representatives  set  up 
recently  by  the  Irish  Drug  Association  has 
been  issued.  The  report  states  that  the 
committee  recently  arranged  a  conference 
with  representatives  of  local  Associations 
and  approved  wholesale  firms  to  discuss 
matters  of  common  interest,  including  the 
means  whereby  trading  conditions  in 
pharmacy  might  be  improved.  The  most 
important  item  was  extension  of  the 
approved-list  principle,  and  the  means 
whereby  a  better  control  of  the  list  could 
be  exercised  by  the  Irish  Drug  Association. 
It  has  been  clear  for  many  years  past  that 
the  approved-list  policy  is  fundamentally 
sound  and  that  with  the  termination  of 
the  war  the  time  would  be  opportune 
to  infuse  the  policy  with  new  life. 

The  conference's  unanimous  decision  was 
to  set  up  a  joint  committee  consisting 
of  four  representatives  of  the  retail  and 
four  of  the  wholesale  sections  of  .  the 
Association,  with  the  president  as  chairman. 
The  committee  was  directed  to  meet  at 
least  once  monthly,  and  was  given  certain 
general  instructions  on  this  and  other 
matters*  delegated  to  it.  Four  meetings  of 
the  committee  have  now  been  held,  and  for 
the  time  being  meetings  will  be  held 
fortnightly.  Various  ways  have  been 
considered  whereby  the  number  of  lines 
on  the  approved  list  might  be  increased — 
not  indiscriminately  but  as  part  of  a  fixed 
policy  to  secure  that  all  manufacturers  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  shall  find  it 
more  profitable  to  confine  the  sale  of  their 
products  to  retail  chemists,  and  that  the 
approval  of  products  by  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  shall  be  in  itself  a  stamp  of 
quality  and  a  coveted  recognition.  Many 
new  preparations  have  lately  appeared  on 
the  market  and  the  number  will  no  doubt 
continue  to  grow.  In  many  instances 
preparations  that  are  properly  handled  by 
chemists  only  are  being  distributed  indis- 
criminately, without  regard,  on  the  part 
of  the  manufacturers  or  their  distributors, 
for  the  chemist's  claims.  Obviously  it  is  a 
bad  policy  for  members  of  the  Association 


to  undertake  the  spadework  of  establis 
a  market  for  such  items.  The  heljlDf 
chemists  is  essential  to  the  marketin  jf' 
a  new  line,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  <  ir 
that  support  should  not  be  offered  wit  it 
a  measure  of  recompense — a  guarantee  iti 
the  chemist  will  be  given  the  exclusive  i  it 
of  distribution.

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U.S.  CHEMICAL  INDUSTRY 

RECENT  report  by  the  United  States  War 
reduction  Board  records  that  the  American 
lemical  industry  in  1944  achieved  the 
i^hest  production  level  in  its  history, 
ith  a  record  output  of  $8,300  million 
'2,075,000,000)  or  approximately  two-and- 
-quarter  times  what  it  was  in  1939.  One 
[  the  outstanding  achievements  was  to 
crease  the  production  of  penicillin  from 
000  million  units  per  month  in  December 
)43  to  a  monthly  output  of  approximately 
)0,ooo  million  units. 

Cosmetic  production  increased  surpris- 
gly  from  $219  million  (;^54, 750,000)  in 
)39  to  $408  million  (/i02,ooo,ooo)  in  1944, 
^spite  the  obvious  necessity  of  diverting 
\v  materials  from  the  industry  to  more 
iportant  channels.  A  clue  to  the  raw 
atcrials  position  is  to  be  found,  however, 
the  remark  that  "cosmetic  manufac- 
rers  are  resorting  to  the  use  of  ingenious 
bstitutes  for  critical  materials." 
Production  of  the  new  insecticide  D.D.T. 
so  expanded  considerably.  Most  of  the 
ailable  material  w:as  reserved  for  use  by 
e  armed  forces,  with  a  small  amount 
located  for  agricultural  experiment.  The 
pply  of  pyrethrum  and  rotenone  was 
'proximately  the  same  in  1944  as  in  the 
eceding  year,  and  it  is  estimated  that  this 
■el  will  remain  constant  during  1945.

A  VISIT  TO  PROSPERIA— I 

by  S.  Hubert  Blore 

During  a  recent  visit  to  the  republic  of 
Prosperia,  I  entered  a  pharmacy  in  the 
capital  city,  to  purchase  a  packet  of  raz(^r 
blades.  I  was  immediately  struck  by  the 
happy  and  contented  appearance  of  the 
assistants  and  the  very  friendly  atmosphere 
which  pervaded  the  establishment. 

It  appeared  that  razor  blades  were  not 
sold  bv  the  pharmacists  of  that  country. 
The  proprietor,  observing  my  surprise  and 
learning  my  identity,  invited  me  into  his 
office,  where  I  complimented  him  on  the 
geniality  and  smartness  of  his  staff.  "The 
credit  belongs,  not  to  me,"  he  said,  "but 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Prosperia, 
under  whose  control  pharmacy  is  a  highly 
organised  profession.  They  not  only  exam- 
ine us  and  punish  us  when  we  are  wrong. 
They  also  look  after  our  interests  and  pro- 
tect us  when  we  are  right. 

"They  allow  only  one  pharmacy  for 
each  6,000  of  the  population,  and  no  new 
chemist  can  open  without  a  licence.  Every 
employee,  qualified  or  not,  receives  a  stand- 
ard salary  according  to  his  grade,  and  is 
covered  by  the  Society's  superannuation 
scheme,  to  which  he  contributes.  When  a 
proprietor  retires  on  his  adequate  pension, 
a  senior  assistant  is  enabled  to  purchase  the 
business  through  the  Society's  Business 
Transfer  Fund.  The  number  of  qualified 
pharmacists  is  strictly  controlled  to  corre- 
spond with  the  estimated  vacancies. 

"Although  our  work  is  almost  entirely 
under  contract  with  the  State,  we  are  not 
State  servants  but  a  compact  independent 
profession  under  a  strong  central  authority. 

"But,"  I  objected,  "how  can  a  private 
proprietor  be  sure  he  can  pay  his  assistants 
a  standard  salary  sufficient  to  support  a 
superannuation  scheme  and  a  generous 
mode  of  living  ?  "  "  Ah  !"  he  replied,  "That 
would  take  too  long  to  go  into  now,  but  if 
you  will  lunch  with  me  on  the  first  day  3'ou 
are  at  liberty,  I  will  explain  our  business 
procedure  to  you.  By  the  way,"  he 
called  after  me  as  I  took  my  leave,  "the 
ironmonger  in  the  next  block  sells  razor 
blades,  and  you  can  buy  the  toilet  soap  you 
require  from  the  grocer  next  door."

The  announcement  of  the  end  of  hostilities 
in  Europe  marks  the  climax  of  days  of 
waiting  during  which  business  in  London 
has  been  outpaced  by  the  rapid  sequence 
of  events.  In  the  few  days  during  which 
markets  have  been  functioning,  trade  has 
been  exceedingly  quiet.  The  Ministry  of 
Supply  has  agreed  to  modify  the  control 
of  Theobromine  and  salts,  and  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Directorate 
of  Medical  Supplies  for  permission  to 
execute  individual  orders.  Such  orders 
remain,  of  course,  subject  to  Government 
or  other  priority  requirements,  and  to  the 
fulfilment  of  certain  other  obligations. 

Crude  Drugs 

Practically  all  the  demand  for  Crude 
Drugs  has  been  for  immediate  consumption, 
and  comes  from  home  manufacturing 
sources.  The  volume  of  such  business  is 
small,  and  prices  are  virtually  without 
change.  Any  available  supplies  of  Aloes 
would  consist  of  a  little  Cura9ao,  supplies 
of  Cape  being  exhausted.  Approved  buyers 
may  now  obtain  Buchu  leaves  on  the 
spot.  Nutmeg  prices  are  firm!  Sub- 
stantial prices  are  mentioned  for  odd  lots 
of  rough-round  Rhubarb.  Rather  higher 
prices  are  noted  for  Candelilla  wax. 

Essential  Oils 

Circular  No.  14,  issued  by  the  Essential 
Oils  Control,  amends  the  scheme  for  the 
importation  and  distribution  of  essential 
oils  dated  May  18,  1943  (C.  &  D.,  1943. 
I-  557)-  The  period  for  which  compensation 
may  be  applied  for  is  extended  to  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1945.  Applications, 
giving  reasons  and  supported  by  appro- 
priate data,  should  be  made  not  later  than 
August  31.  Allocations  Control  may  also, 
at  its  sole  discretion,  make  any  payments 
from  the  funds  provided  by  the  fixed 
contribution  in  dealing  with  contingencies 
arising  out  of  the  operation  of  the  scheme, 
but  such  payments  are  limited  to  the 
amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund 
at  the  time.  A  new  clause  (Clause  26)  is
